* The Rapid Transit Company, of Phila- 
delphia, successor to tbe Union Traction 
Company, is reported to have purchased 
the Doylestown and Willow Grove trolley 
road.

president, It has always been regarded as 
a branch of the old Traction company sys- 
tem, hence the purchase by the transit 
company is not a matter of surprise. 


The annual statement of the County 


Commissioners to tbe Secretary of Inter- 
nal affairs 
relating to taxables, etc., 


shows, compared with last year's state- 
ment, a decrease of $406,497 In the 
amount of money at interest subject to 
State tax. The reduction of a half mill in 
the county tax rate will reduce the reve- 
nue about $18,000. 
The county is free 


from debt with a balance last January 
amounting to $82,000.

and Power Company at Oroydon, the 
scene of recent riotious proceedings. 
Judge Weand took occasion to say that 
violent methods were not the proper way 
to settle disputes of this character. Fol- 
lowing the injunction proceedings heavy 
suits for damages have been instituted by 
counsel for the power company. 
They 


are three in number aggregating $50,000. 
In addition warrants have been Issued in 
criminal proceedngs against two of the 
Pennsy's officials. 


Town council has at last taken favor- 


able action upon the Doylestown and New 
Hope trolley ordinance presented by the 
company Of which Recorder Michner is 
President. This ordinance has been held 
up upon tbe plea that council had already 
granted right of way to another company 
desiring to build between the two bor- 
oughs over the turnpikes, but as the lattvr 
company made no attempt to carry out 
the project council was compelled to con- 
cede to the den.ajds of the rival corpora- 
tion. 
The latter "will construct a road 


through Mectmnicsville, tapping the Dela- 
ware river road at Phillips mill, below 
Centre Bridge. The officers say they are 
in shape to push the project and were only 
awaiting favorable action 
by council, 


which they have now secured. The road 
will 
'fill a long-felt want in the com- 


munity" and will be the first to go from 
the county seat to tbe Delaware unless tbe 
Doylestown and Easton builds a branch 
from Danboro to Point Pleasant before 
the I?ew Hope road is under way.

Proposed Steel Automobile Road. 
The Steel Roads Committee of the 


Automobile Olub of America is making 
rapid progress in its work, and through its 
energy, together with the liberality of the 
United States Steel Corporation and the 
hearty co-operation of the city authorities, 
a thorough demostration will very soon be 
made in Mew York of the merits of steel 
highway system under various conditions 
of service. The chief difficulty was to get 
the special shape of steel rolled; none, of 
the outside mills were willing to furnish it 
or even to take an order for regular sizes 
requiring prompt delivery, but when 
Chairman Seligman of the committee met 
President Schwab he toucd him In full 
sympathy with the movement, and ready 
not only to furnish the special forms and 
deliver them propmtly but to contribute 
the steel for a mile of road as a gift. 
General Stone, the designer of the pro- 
posed road, has already confeied witH the 
steel corporation's experts on the details 
of construction and the material will be 
delivered in six weeks. President Cantor 
has shown a warm interest in the affair, 
and by his direction Chief Engineer Olney 
is to recommend suitable locations for 
sections of the road. It is intended to 
place one in the heavy tracking region 
down town, another in a street of general 
travel, and a third on a suburban earth 
road. The track plates will be twelve 
inches wide and will be laid on special 
foundations of broken stones. An English 
engineer, who recently inspected tbe steel 
road at Valencia in Spain, reports in tbe 
highest praise of it In every particular. 
This road has been In ate for ten yean.

Following the. announcement that 


Abbey would do the mural decorations and 
Bernard the sculpture in the new State 
Capitol, is the statement that Bucks 
county will be represented by the tiles of 
Henry 0. Mercer on the corridor floors. 
This should be a matter of pride to the 
people of the county and doubtless they 
will be interested in a brief account of 
Mr. Mercer's work. The maker of the 
"Moravian" tiles, as they are termed, is 
widely known in the county through his 
historic work, that of a local character 
chiefly comprising the splendid collection 
of the Bucks County Historical Society 
known as the "Tools of the Nation- 
Makers." Mr. Mercer is a grandson of 
the late Judge Chapman, of Doylestown. 
After graduating at Harvard and studying 
law, he took up the profession of archae- 
ology, in which he achieved success. His 
last important work in this field was in 
taking charge of the Corwith expedition 
to Yucatan. 
Feeling the need of rest 


after several years of arduous work in this 
and foreign lands, he returned to Doyles- 
town and pursued at his leisure the collec- 
tion of implements for the Historical 
Society. He also made a duplicate col- 
lection for himself, which is displayed in 
"Indian House," a large und picturesque 
studio that stands on the lawn near the 
family mansion and now the designing 
room of the pottery. 
It was while 


engaged in collecting relics of the early 
life of the people that Mr. Mrecer ran 
across some old German stove plates in 
cast iron, the surfaces of which were 
decorated in raised designs. Be conceived 
the idea of reproducing these in tiles. 
Then began endless experiments involving 
the secrets of tbe potter's art in the 
manipulation ofelay, burning of kilns and 
the making of glazes. An important dis- 
covery was the artistic effect obtained by 
rubbing the tiles. Another was the ad- 
vantage of retaining the appearances of 
hand made ware. From wall tiles and 
plaques other ornaments were designed, 
each being treated by the same process. 
The result was something beyond the 
power of machinery to produce. With his 
mind concentrated on this subject Mr. 
Mercer, on his annual pilgrimages to 
Europe, naturally hunted up everything of 
interest in the way of tiles. His attention 
was thus directed to tbe wonderful old 
floor tiles found in ruined abbeys and 
churches in England, Germany and Spain. 
He found that they could be reproduced 
by his process and here was a new and 
much wider field. He began experiments 
in that direction. People of artistic taste 
saw the merit of the tiles, that they were 
not only good in that respect but original, 
and the orders began to arrive with the 
result that the Moravian tiles are now 
found in the most artistic homes in the 
country. In addition to the making of 
tiles Mr. Mercer found it possible to pro- 
duce by bis method endless designs for 
plaques, the wide pointing and richly 
colored but unglazed clay making them 
richer than a mosaic. The State Oapltol 
offered a splendid opportunity-for the ex- 
ercise of talent in this direction. Archi- 
tect Huston was quick to perceive this and 
hence the assignment of the corridor work 
to the Doylestown pottery. It would be 
impossible to describe the effect of the 
tiles. Only colored plates or the tiles 
themselves convey the full impression of 
richness in coloring and artistic design 
and 
arrangement. 
Where they differ 


chiefly from others is in the absence of 
mechanical effect. While the tiles of a 
certain design are alike in a sense, they 
are not alike, any more than people are 
alike. In no two are the color and form 
precisely the same, and this is tbe secret of 
the maker's method and their charm. Mr. 
Mercer's designs for tbe Capitol floors will 
include plaques representing county seals 
or historic events associated with a county 
where tbe seal is not original or for other 
reasons unavailable. His first experiment 
in this direction was the seal of Bucks, a 
beautiful design of the vine and t-ee. It 
is his purpose at present to have every 
county In the State thus represented in 
the Oapltol. It ia an important work in- 
volving much thought and patience and if 
earned out successfully Bocks county will 
be Justified in feeling proud of bar contri- 
bution to a public building tbe architect 
will endeavor to make (be finest ot its 
kind In America,

Fronk the Boston Transcript. 


In the address which he delivered be- 


fore the economic section of the American 
association 
for 
the 
Advancement of 


Science, Mr. H. T. Newcomb, vigorously 
combated the 
charge that the trust 


movement is dangerous to democracy. 
He denied that the movement tends to 
promote concentration of wealth. 
Its 


offci t, he maintained, IB precisely the op- 
posite. 
The trusts are bringing about 


over wider diffusion or wealth and are 
tliUH ushering in a new type of industrial 
democracy, in which every man may be- 
come part owner in great business under- 
takings. It cannot be denied that there 
IB some basis for Mr. Newomb's optimist c 
prophecy concerning the future trend of 
the trust movement. That the corpora- 
tion makes It possible for the person of 
smull means to share In the profits of 
large enterprises has long been recognized 
as one of the distinctive advantages of 
this form of business organization. 


But at present the diffusion of wealth 


through the trust movement is a poten- 
tiality rather than an actuality, at least 
so far as the ordinary laborer is con- 
cerned. Thus far the profits of coporate 
undertakings have gone chiefly to swell 
the fortunes of a comparatively few large 
capitalists. Tu be sure, many small capi- 
taliHt* also have invested their savings in 
railway and industrial securities. But it 
may be asserted with some confidence 
that only an insignificant percentage of 
the laboring class is represented among 
the shareholder* of the great corporations. 
The interesting project attributed to Mr. 
Morgan of giving to the employes of the 
United States Steel corporation the oppor- 
tunity to purchase stock at inside prices 
is a tacit admission that the laborers are 
not at present shareholders in the com- 
pany. 
Ultimately t.ke trust movement 


-ma} bring about a more general diffusion 
of wealth, as Mr. Newcomb contends, 
but hitherto the tendency "has been rather 
toward greater concentration.

Judge 
Weand on Friday filed his 


ipinion in the case of the Bucks County 
Heat, Light & Power Company aganat 
he Philadelphia & Trenton Railroad, et 
I., continuing the injuction and ordering 
he pluintifls to file their oond, which the 
defendants 
have heretofore refused to 


accept. The opinion was on n motion to 
ontinue the injuction granted the plain- 
iff, restraining the railroad company 
rom interfering with them in the erec- 
ion of their poles and wire* at Croydon 
tation for the purpose of furnishing 
lower for the Nesnominy Elevated Rail- 
ond. 


THE LAW IN THE CASE. 


The law governing companies which 


upply beat, light or power to consumers 
gives them tho right of eminent domain 
nd they are enabled after following cer- 
ain procedures, to plant their poles and 
tring wires as may be necessary for the 
roiier supplying of such consumer*. 
The 


aw provides, however, that wherever the 
turtles in interest are unable to come to 
an agreement as to damage sustained, or 
.hat may be sustained, a bond shall be 
lied in court for the protection of the 
mrty upon whose property the heat, light 
ir power company shall find it necessary 
o enter. These bonds shall be sufficient 
o cover any and all damages in the case, 
['he court will then 
appoint, within 


wenty days, a board of viewers who shall 
nspect the property upon which the beat, 
jlght or power company has encroached, 
and in report shall state specifically the 
amount of dam see done or that may be 
done by the operation of the heat, light 
and power system, taki.ng in mind the ad- 
vantage* which will accrue to the property 
because of the public improvement. This 
report, after it has been approved by the 
co'irt, is tho basis of settlement between 
the~partie8 involved in the controversy. 


DAMAGES ARE LIGHT. 


In thi* instance the amount of damages 


which may be assessed against the Bucks 
County Heat, Light and Power Company 
will, in all probability, be so small as to 
amount to comparatively nothing. The 
distance over which the 
Pennsylvania 


Railroad Company attempted to exercise 
control, notwithstanding the fact that the 
law gave the other corporation the right of 
eminent domain and the fact that 
sufficient bond had been offered to cover 
any and all damages, is so short that the 
damage must be extremely small. 


OPINION OF THfi COURT. 


In the opinion, Judge Weand says: 
"In order to build its station at Croy- 


don the railroad company condemned part 
of the turnpike company's road and to 
supply its place it purchased land from 
Henry L. Gaw. The turnpike runs around 
the station. 
On the north side of the 


supplied turnpike and sixty feet from the 
railroad property and two feet from the 
fence line plaintiffs have erected four 
poles on which to string wires. 


"On tho 3d of July, 1902, whilst the 


plaintiffs' employes were engaged in the 
work of erecting the poles and stringing 
their wires they were met by the employes 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
who, 
with force and after protestation and 


resistance, tore down tho the poles and 
wires. The description of the occurrences 
as detailed by tho witness, W. R. Moli- 
nard, justifies the granting of the injunc- 
tion. Its continuence depends upon the 
legal status of the parties. 


"Tho plaintiffs have a valid charter 


which gives them the right to go upon a 
highway. The question has been raised 
ua to the kind of ownership which the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company claims 
to possess in the supplied port of the 
turnpike. 
We do not think it material at 


this stage of the cause to discuss that 
question. 
For the purpose of the case we 


will concede that it is an abutting owner 
and that the question then for decision Is 
as to the right of plaintiff to plant their 
poles on the side of the turnpike without 
consent of the defendant. The right to do 
eo was affirmed 
my colleague Judge 


Swartz. 


"I am not disposed to differ with their 


conclusions and can add nothing to their 
reason* except to refer to the act allow- 
ing telegraph and telephone companies 
rights upon tho road without consent of 
the owner of the land. The acts allowing 
recovery of damages in such cases is sig- 
nificant of the intent of the Loigsluture to 
grant such privileges. 


"In this case plaintiffs have the consent 


of the turnpike company and have entered 
Into contracts to supply heat and power to 
others. 
Since granting the injunction the 


pole* and wires have beon restored and we 
can see no danger of any injury to the 
defendants. 
Under the circumstances it 


would be inequitable to destroy the fran- 
chise of the plaintiffs by allowing the de- 
fendants to thus maintain their conten- 
tion in the summary and violent manner 
attempted, and put in execution. 
Under 


the authority of the above cited cases we 
will continue the injunction uniil final 
hearing." 
,

the plaintiff. 
He desired this that th 


trolley company might continue work 
under the Trenton cut-off railroad bridge 
near Fortside Inn. 
Judge Weand, in re- 


fusing the motion to modify, said these 
thechnical objections against trolle; com- 
panies only tend to establish them in 
popular favor, 
"I think railroad com- 


panies ought to let well enough alone," 
he said. "If they do not, I think the 
time will soon come when people will tire 
of tbia senseless litigation, and rise up 
and elect a Legislature that will grant 
greater franchise* and give more* powers 
to the trolley corporations.

Suits for Damages. 


Following the action of Judge Weand, 


in tho Bucks County Court, in continuing 
tne injunction against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad restraining it fiom interfering 
with the Bucks County Heat, Light and 
Power Company in erecting its poles and 
wires along the Frankford and Bristol 
turnpike past Croydon station, George Q. 
Horwitz, council for the Bucks County 
Company, has instituted three -cults for 
damages against the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, aggregating $50,000, besides caus- 
ing warrants to be issued for the arrest of 
two of the company's officials. 


These civil and criminal suits are the 


outcome of the attack several week* age 
of Pennsylvania Railroad employes, led by 
Supervisor Rhode*, upon employes of the 
Heat, Light and Power Company while 
stringing poles and wires near Croydon 
station, which 
was described 
in the 


Gazette. 
The damage suits are entered 


in the Philadelphia courts a* follows: 
In 


Common Pleas Oort, No. 4, suit by W. R. 
Molinard, superintendent of the Heat, 
Light and Power Comany, for $5000 for 
personal injuries received at that time; in 
the same court, suit by James L. Fraizer, 
assistant superintendent of the company, 
who had an arm broken and waa other- 
wise 
injured at the time, for $20,000 


damages; in Common Pleas Court, No. 2, 
•uit for $25,000 damages, in behalf of tho 
BUCKS County Heat, Light and Power 
Oomany for destruction of property^ in- 
jury to employes and preventing the com- 
pany from carrying out its contracts. 


The criminal action which is to be di- 


rected against certain officials of thePenn- 
sylvania Railroad will be npon the charge 
of being accessories before the fact in 
connection with the assault on the Bucks 
County company'* employe*.

people that the claims of American heirs 
to fortunes left by English ancestots are 
in almost every instance fictitious and 
have been devised by scheming lawyers to 
draw money from the unsuspecting anc 
easily misled American public. The let- 
ter stated that the government had made 
a careful and exhaustive investigation, 
finding that the so-called claims were 
simply the pettifoggery schemes of nn 
scrupulous lawyers and felt called npon to 
warn the public against placing any confl 
dence in those widely circulated advertise 
ments for American claimants to English 
estates. 
Enclosed in the letter was 


printed copy of the American consul's re 
port regarding the matter in which one 
statement is of especial interest. Year 
ago the British Parliament passed a law to 
the effect that after funds of unclaimec 
estates had remained 
in the Court o 


Chancery for twelve years without the ap 
pearance of legal claimants, said fund 
should revert to the Crown. This, if in 
the preset case, there was primarily a di 
posit of the Wood estate in the Court o 
Chancery, the statue of limitations wouli 
uow pre-clude the possibility of ever ob 
taining even a portion of it. Although 
the letter was read to the heirs on Satur- 
day, they refused to credit its, contents, 
and 
appointed a committee investing 


them with power to send a lawyer to Eng- 
land to investigate their claims. It onld 
seem that the time has now come wben 
the heirs to this estate should realize bow 
they have been duped and desist in their 
efforts before they become the langhing 
stock of the whole country.

No matter bow thickly 
settled a section may become or bow 
long It mny have been settled, these 
two survivors of early settlement linger 
on as stubbornly as ever. Today In the 
thickest settled parts of New England 
end New York the rail fence is met 
with, while the Bhad fishermen of the 
Potomac and James rivers and Chesa- 
peake bay, on the banks of which the 
first English settlement! In America 
were established, still manufacture and 
employ the old dugout canoe In making 
the rounds of their shad nets. 


Tlie dugout canoe Is the simplest and 


mod*: primitive water craft known and 
wax used by prehistoric man, both in 
this country, Europe and Asia. It Is 
made out of a log of wood by trimming 
the outside down to the proper proper 
tlont of a boat and by "digging out" 
the Inside with an adz and by the aid 
of fire. The Potomac river dugout is to 
day pretty much the same as It was 
In the days of Powhatan and differs 
from the general run of dngout canoes 
in the absence of a curved bow and 
stern and in having rather high sides, 
which rise to a summit from either 
end of the boat, being highest In the 
middle, where the teat is placed.-
